Meeting, To Be Held in 
St. Louis March 27 to April 1, 
Will Attract Many Educators 



Mrs. Linna Timmerman Hunt, pro- 
fessor of voice at Graceland col- 
lege, Lamoni, Iowa, appeared in a 
song recital before an enthusiastic 
audience of visitors, faculty mem- 
bers and students, Friday, March 18, 
in the St. Teresa’s college audi- 
torium. Mrs. Hunt was accompa- 
nied on the piano and the organ by 
Sister M. Victorine, director of mu- 
sic at St. Teresa’s college. 

Beginning with “My Heart Ever 
Faithful” by Bach, Mrs. Hunt sang 
seventeen selections and two encores 
which included Schubert’s “Ave 
Maria,” Gretchaninoffs “Cradle 
Song" and Donaudy’s “O Del Mio 
Amato.” Mrs. Hunt’s clear soprano 
voice blending with the strains of 
Sister Victorine’s accompaniment 
filled the auditorium and delighted 
the audience.

The centennial of music teaching 
in the schools of America will be 
celebrated as a part of the twenty- 
fifth meeting of the Music Educators 
National Conference in St. Louis, 
Missouri, March 27 to April 1, by 
several thousand educators. Mu- 
sicians, citizens, and students rep- 
resenting elementary schools, high 
schools, colleges and universities 
from every state in the Union will 
partake in the program. 

Five General Sessions 

Five general sessions and forty 
sectional meetings and clinics will 
be devoted to the various phases of 
music education. Among the more 
important topics under discussion 
are music in social life, music edu- 
cation in churches, creative music, 
orchestras and choirs, and Catholic 
music. 

A series of four festival events 
will be provided. The St. Louis 
public schools will contribute “Mu- 
sica Americana,” a pageant portray- 
ing the hundred years of music in 
public schools. A capella choirs tak- 
ing part in the National High School 
Choral Festival will represent schools 
throughout the nation.

Sister M. Victorine, head of the 
music department at St. Teresa’s 
college, and Sister M. Adele, profes- 
sor of voice, will attend the con- 
ference.

Visit Linotype Room 

After leaving the main office the 
J students were shown the linotype 
room, where they watched sixteen 
of the thirty-five linotype machines 
in use. The guide explained the in- 
tricacies of how the letters are 
formed of melted lead and placed 
on blocks to he pressed onto mats. 
The mats are then baked into a 
curved shape and cast into metal 
plates, which are sent to the press 
room. These plates 'are placed on 
rollers and inked before the paper 
is run through them. 

Watch Presses 

After seeing the circulation room 
the girls were taken to the basement 
to watch the presses print, cut, fold 
and count the papers, which were 
then sent to the circulation room. 
The group particularly enjoyed see- 
ing the comic section printed. Fol- 
lowing an examination of WDAF, 
they were shown the Star’s wire- 
photo equipment and watched re- 
porters and artists at work.

Foods Class Hears Leclure 
On Meals by Paul A. Goeser 

The foods class of St. Teresa’s col- 
lege attended a lecture on meats by 
Mr. Paul A. Goeser, Tuesday, March 
15, in the Municipal Auditorium. The 
address was sponsored by a local 
meat packing company as a feature 
of the Kansas City Food Exposition. 
Illustrates Various Cuts 

Mr. Goeser exhibited a whole lamb 
and illustrated the various cuts of 
meat. The shank and the neck of 
the animal are the less tender cuts 
and these, together with the breast- 
bone and ribs, are used primarily as 
slew meats. The tender sections of 
veal, pork, and lamb include the 
shoulder, the loin and the leg sec- 
tions, but no beef cuts are tender 
unless they are the meat of a prime 
animal. 

Meat, however, can be made tender 
by four processes. Since tenderness 
depends upon the length of the meat 
fiber, the fiber may be broken down 

(1) by carving, grinding or cutting; 

(2) by aging or ripening; (3) by add- 
ing acetic acids which will act upon 
the muscle tissue (4) by applying 
water and heat to the meat. This 
will form a gelatin which will aid in 
softening the tissues. 

Price No Indication 

Mr. Goeser explained further that 
all meats should be cooked at a low 
temperature. Although cooking is 
more rapid at an intense heat, ex- 
periments have shown that nutritive 
juices are lost and meat becomes dry 
and tasteless. In conclusion the 
speaker stated that the price is not 
an indication of the food value of 
meat. In reality the cheaper cuts 
often have more nutritive value, 
more mineral matter and more pro- 
tein than do expensively priced 
meats.
